When completed, it w ill have cost in 
the

of 
$10,000, and 
Contractor Ed Walker, who had the 
contract for a ll the wood work, said 
today that he wonld not take a con­ 
tract to build a duplica te for $12,000. 
This price is several thousand dollars 
more than the cost of building any 
other residence in Rushville. 
The money is being raised by popu- 
ar subscription, the fourth Sunday in 
each month being sot aside to make 
parsonage jdatter collection in the 
churoh. 
Very few Sunday's but what 
¡100 is collected, and in this manner 
a hardship is not worked on the pa r­ 
ishioners. 
The a rchitecture of the bnilding is 
most a rtistic, and a bea utiful three 
story colonia l veranda graces the front 
and ha lf of the sooth sida of the honse. 
Seldom a person passes the residence 
but what an expression of admiration 
is given, and it is usua lly follow ed by 
something after this order : “ My, what 
bea tuiful place. 
And ju st to think, 
that such a magnificent hous* is being 
built for just one man. ’’

Every Sunday w e’are made to suffer 
reading of seem ingly impossible freaks 
of natnre and freaks of society and 
and 
conditions in the metropolitan 
Sunday newspapers, and in troth many 
of them are impossible and the dream 
of a scribe whose larder is running low 
and his purse beccnsing thin. 
But 
Rush county has a story—which w ill 
shortly appear in the 
metropolitan 
papers—of a dog that is really an od­ 
dity if not indeed a freak. 
It is no 
other than old “ D ice,” the bull ter­ 
rier owned by Dr. Frank Green, of 
this city. 
The dog is domiciled on the K ipling- 
er farm north of here. 
Recently spy- 
ng a coon in a tree, the terrier made 
several unsuccessful attempts to reach 
the first limb, which was about ten 
feet 
above the ground, but finally 
a tta ined the goal, af * * * ♦» king a long 
run, before running up the side of the 
tree. 
The dog then walked out on the 
imb, canght the coon, shaking it u n ­ 
til it was dead and then jumped to 
the ground w ith the 
coon in 
his 
mouth. 
Since that time, the dog has become 
tree olimber and spends most of his 
rime among* the shady branches of the 
trees, on^the farm.
